(b) selectively binding at least one of the one or more metal anion complexes to the 
diqaaternary amine; 

(c) separating the organic solution, from, the aqueous solution, wherein the diquatemsry 
amines having the selectively bound metal anions are concentrated to the organic solution and the 
balance of the one or more metal anion complexes are concentrated m the aqueous solution; and 

(d) back-extracting the selectively bound metal anions irorn the diquatemary amines into an

(f) separating the cue or more metal anion complexes from the solution, 

58, (currently amended) The method of claim 57, wherein the step of separating the one or more 
metal anion complexes includes eleclrodeposkion onto an electrode. 
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
